No new subject matter 
has been added. 

Summary of Claim Amendments: 

Claim 1 has been amended. 

New Claims 2-29 have been added. 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the present application. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 8 102(b) 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claim 1 as unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
5,197,092 to Bamburak (hereinafter Bamburak). In the rejection the Examiner appears to have - 
read the former claim language "switch" of Claim 1 as a proximity switch for determining if a 
device has been physically placed in contact with that switch, such as the switch disclosed in 
Bamburak. Claim 1 is currently amended. Applicant respectfully submits that Bamburak does 
not disclose a method which includes a destination number selection switch. Applicant refers to 
paragraph [0039] of the originally filed application, for example, which provides support for the 
amendment to Claim 1 . 

Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of Claim 1 be withdrawn. 
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New Claims 

The present response includes new Claims 2-29 which further distinguish the present 
invention over the prior art of record. Applicant respectfully requests that a notice of allowance 
be issued for these claims.
